WASHINGTON (UPI) — The nation’s 
unemployment rate rose in March to the 
highest level in more than four and a 
half yearSj the government reported to­ 
day. It was 4.4 per cent of the labor 
force, up 0.2 per cent from February. 
The 4.4 per cent rate was the highest 
since August, 1965, and represented a 
rise a full percentage point since last 
June when it was 3.4 per cent. 
The Labor Department said the March 
increase was the third consecutive month 
the jobless rate had risen, although it 
said the actual number of persons look­ 
ing for work declined slightly from Feb­ 
ruary. 
The actual number of unemployed per­ 
sons seeking jobs was 3,733,000 last 
month, a dropof 61,000, the department’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said. But when 
adjusted for seasonal factors — such as 
weather — the number registered an in­ 
crease of 230,000. 
Officials explained that unemployment 
usually falls sharply in March but that 
there was little actual change last month. 
The Nixon administration has said re­ 
peatedly that part of the cost of its cam­ 
paign to curb inflation would be higher 
unemployment. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said the number of unemploy­ 
ed (as adjusted) had risen by 1 million 
since March, 1969. 
The jobless rate was 3.4 per cent in 
March of 
last year, rose slightly, then 
fell again to 3.4 per cent in June. It 
fluctuated further, reaching 3.5 per cent 
in December, then jumped to 3.9 per cent 
in January. 
Officials said the unemployement rate 
went up in March because a “ substan­ 
tial 
rise in the civilian labor force 
exceeded a moderate gain in employ­ 
ment.” 
They said that the increase in unem­ 
ployment in the seasonally adjusted fig­ 
ures was concentrated among adults — 
mostly women — seeking fulltime jobs. 
The bureau said about 600,000 of those 
added to the list of unemployed in the 
past year were persons who lost their 
last job, reflecting the slowdown in the 
economy under the administration’s anti­ 
inflation policies. 
The unemployment rate for adult wom­ 
en went up from 4.1 per cent in Febru­ 
ary to 4.5 per cent in March, the highest 
level in two and a half years and a full 
percentage point above late last year.

PRASAUT, Cambodia (UPI)-Cam bo­ 
dian soldiers massacred at least 90 Viet­ 
namese refugees and wounded 20 others 
Thursday night when the Viet Cong at­ 
tacked a refugee camp near Prasaut in 
an apparent attempt to “ liberate” 300 
Vietnamese civilians held there. 
Survivors said the Cambodian guards 
ordered the refugees to run when the 
Viet Cong attacked and that when they 
attempted to flee, the guards 
opened 
fire on the refugees with machineguns 
and automatic weapons fire. 
Saing Chhom, a Cambodian armed civi­ 
lian volunteer and one of the camp 
guards, said the 300 refugees were being 
treated as Viet Cong suspects since it 
was believed they had aided Communist 
troops in their advance into Cambodia. 
“ They are the same as Viet Cong,” 
he said. “ There is no difference.” 
He referred to the camp as a “ con­ 
centration camp.” It is just outside the 
village which is on the Saigon - Phnom 
Pen Highway, 
20 miles from the South 
Vietnam border and 82 miles southeast 
of Phnom Penh. Viet Cong in the area

The Tonkin resolution, which ruptured 
former President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
relations with the Senate, authorized 
the President to “ take all rtecessar.

in Southeast Asia. 
In August 1964, it was rushed through 
the Senate in two days after a mysterious 
naval engagement between North Viet­ 
namese vessels and two U.S. intelligence 
ships.

The scientists, calling it all a 
“ rare bit of good luck,” said an 
orbiting satelite studying the 
atmosphere of the earth just

D EA R PO LLY—and Mrs. A. A. F.—When my mother 
was confined to a wheelchair because of arthritis, her 
greatest help was a battery-operated electric chair as her 
arms, as well as her legs, were weak. She moved about 
quickly and did her household chores without tiring. The 
dinette table with legs was changed to a booth type with a 
pedestal table which allowed her to turn in and around the 
kitchen freely without bumping into chairs and table legs. 
An across-the-bottom freezer-refrigerator allowed her to 
reach either compartment easily. The portable dishwasher 
could be loaded right at the table and then pushed to the 
sink. Vegetables were prepared in her lap. Washer, dryer 
and permanently pressed clothes helped her do the laun­ 
dry. The coffee table was removed from the living room so 
there was no roadblock when dusting and vacuuming and 
the television set had a remote control. 
A seat was put in the shower with a flexible hose shower- 
head for hand use. A folding wheelchair was kept in the 
car so she could go out more easily. The side slipped off 
to allow her to slip into the car seat or whatever. She ac­ 
complished so many things we never thought of her as an 
invalid but a very vital and active mother.—M IRIA M 


D EA R PO LLY —Recently, I had a terrible time stuffing 
a small pillow I made. My hand simply would not go in the 
small opening, so I took my jar filler, attached it to the 
hole and pushed the stuffing through. This also helps do 
away with much of the mess.—E. S. W. 
D EAR G IR LS—A funnel made of thin cardboard or 
heavy paper would also help with such a job.—PO LLY 


D EA R PO LLY—As a hosiery worker of many years ex­ 
perience, I used nylon thread for invisible mending and

Some of the projects, many used as issues in the campaign 
include attracting industry, the Lompoc Dam, storm drains street 
improvements, added recreational facilities, particularly for teen­ 
agers and senior citizens, sewage treatment plant improvements 
pollution control, drug and narcotic problems, city beautification' 
police problems, new city facilities, particularly a fire stal 
tion, and more citizen interest in city government. 
Some of the candidates have charged the present council with 
failing to provide progressive leadership for the city. 
The incumbents, on the other hand, have claimed much progress 
while, at the same time, not raising the tax rate. 
Interestingly, it has not been four years since the incumbents 
last went through an election. About one year after winning their 
original election in April 1966 Jacoby, MacClure and Speight had 
to battle through a recall election.

of such products in the area 
could have severe pollution side 
effects.

AKRON, Ohio—(N E A )— 
As far as the people in this 
c i t y 
are 
concerned, 
the 
sports capital of the world 
is not located among the sky­ 
scrapers of the E ast nor 
along the freeways of the 
West. It is located instead 
between the two tire facto­ 
ries that spew the smoke 
that 
mushrooms 
into 
the 
skyline 
of n o r t h 
central 
Ohio. 
Although the 296,351 peo­ 
ple who inhabit Akron are 
outnumbered at least 5-to-l 
by tubeless whitewalls, the 
city nevertheless fancies it­ 
self as being the nation’s No. 
1 sports community Where 
else, Akronites ask, is $327- 
500 in prize money given 
away during a five-month 
period every year to winners 
and losers of bowling and 
golf tournaments? 
Any city, of course, with 
a team in any m ajor league 
gives that much away in sal­ 
aries alone. But since Akron 
does not have a team repre­ 
senting it in any major sport 
—or minor, for that m atter 
—it certainly qualifies 
as 
one of the nation’s more 
u n i q u e sports cities. No 
golfer or bowler, it seems, 
leaves Akron without first 
visiting a drive-in window at 
one of its savings banks 
From April through Sep­ 
tember, the streets of Akron 
are bedecked with various 
buntings welcoming to the 
city such favorites as Ray 
Floyd and Teata Semiz and 
Steve Roe Souter who, for 
the 
uninformed, 
won 
the 
32nd 
annual 
All-American 
Soap Box Derby there last 
August. The derby notwith­ 
standing, Akron’s three most 
prestigious events remain: 
• The $100,000 Firestone- 
PBA Tournament of Cham p­ 
ions every April. 
• The $150,000 American 
Golf Classic every August 
• The $77,500 Woild Se 
ries of Golf every Septem­ 
ber. 
Akronites are also quick to

Pete Hamilton 


Predsion car preferred 
when racers risk life 


NEW YORK— I NKA) — The stock car Pete Hamilton 
drives is not the classic, souped-up rattletrap with metal 
sun visor, haughty hind end and plume of steam arising 
from the radiator. 
His is a 1970 Plymouth Road Runner Superbird, highly 
precisioned, one of the swiftest racing cars in the world 
and an instrument f r o m 
which, when he climbs in, 
he knows he m ay not climb 
out. 
“ There a r e v e r y f e w 
sports in w h i c h someone 
can see a man put his life 
on the line,” said Hamilton. 
“ It’s akin to bullfighting 
“ Auto racing scares peo­ 
ple. T hat’s one reason they 
like it. When 40 race cars 
start a race, with engines 
t u r n i n g 7,(XX) rpm, the 
ground vibrates from the 
roaring cars and a lot of 
dust and grit and paper are 
kicked up and almost en­ 
gulf the cars. It’s a thrilling 
thing 
I’ve seen people in 
the crowd shudder and turn 
their faces away ” 
Hamilton, 27, light-boned 
and light-browed, won the 
Daytona 500 this February 
in a tuck-and-nip finish the 
last few laps with veteran driver David Pearson 
Hamilton. 
1968 NASCAR Rookie of the Year, was driving his first 
factory car and the first prepared by the prestigious Petty 
family. 
At Daytona last year, a young man named Don Mat 
Tavish, one of Hamilton’s best friends among drivers, was 
killed in a prelim inary race. 
“ Everything is fine when you win," said Hamilton 
VV in 
ning is the only thing that makes up for a lot of bad times, 
and you—everyone—lose more than you win 
What hap 
pened to Don could happen to me. 
It really could 
But 
the risk is worth taking. I mean, there is nothing, nothing 
more satisfying than winning a race 
“ It’s also important to know there are only 30 guys in 
the whole country capable of doing something like that, 
winning a big race in which you average 185 to 187 miles 
an hour over about five hours. Well, maybe not cupable 
but let me say in a position to do it- to ha\* the desire, or 
the opportunity.” 
Hamilton hit upon what he thought might first be a coin­ 
cidence, later felt was probably an insight into racing 
drivers. 
“ We all enjoy gambling," he said 
“ We play poker a hit 
Every top driver I know likes to play and is good at it 
None of us play bridge. Too sophisticated 
I he guys who 
drive are pretty much flat out individuals ” 
Stock-car racing resembles, at times, the national past 
time of the South. Hamilton, then, cam e to it from the tail 
gate section of the nation—New England (Newton. Mass i 
His father was a dean at Northeastern I niversjty and Pete 
was a mechanical engineering m ajor at the University of 
Maine until he was 19 and “ kinda got this feeling in my gut 
that I wanted to ra ce.” Before this, he was the drummer 
in his own band and a drag-stripper at other times 
In a jalopy in his first race in 1963, he went three laps 
before ending up on the roof on the backstretch and, he 
recalls, “ hanging from a passenger car seat belt and won­ 
dering if all those cars behind me were going to miss me ” 
A race car driver must have great concentration because 
he passes through the same scenery hundreds of times in a 
race. It is not advisable to day-dream when going nearly 
200 miles an hour and running the accelerator flat on the 
floor for hours. A stiff muscle, a cram p in the neck, a 
second’s loss of fixed concentration could end in disaster 
And after every race Hamilton climbs out of the car and 
knows he has been lucky. 
“ I don’t want to say you’re cheating The M an,” said 
Hamilton, “ but it’s not easy to run at those speeds.”

The young women, about 40 per cent 
of the force, are preparing lunch in the 
kitchens and working the bams. With 
characteristic efficiency the new crop 
of lambs already had numbers sten­ 
ciled on their sides even though they 
are still unweaned. Each lamb will be 
weighed at regular intervals and the 
date of its sale determined by growth 
and marketing conditions. Nahal Golan 
proikices about 400 eggs a day. Across 
the main road along Golan Heights are 
fields of young wheat.

A population of about 261,000 and 
total personal income of nearly $945.6 
million are reported for Santa Barbara 
County in the recently released 1970 
Southern 
California 
Report by the 
Security Pacific National Bank. 
The bank’s regional economic docu­ 
mentary, nearly an inch thick, points 
out that the county’s population has in­ 
creased by more that 50 per cent since 
the last census. 
Some of the county’s strongest eco­ 
nomic segments, according to the re­ 
port are; research and development, 
manufacturing (19G8 payrolls of nearly 
85 million represented an 82.3 per 
cent increase since 1960), mineral pro­ 
duction 
valued 
at 
nearly $125 million) 
and agriculture ($90 
million in basic in­ 
come provided dur­ 
ing 1968). 
Security Pacific’s 
report also points out 
a 23.4 per cent home- 
building gain for the 
county during 19G9 
and growth also in 
mobilehome developments. During 1968 
the county had 59 mobilehome parks, 
which provided 4,237 spaces. 
The bank claims that Southern Calif­ 
ornia consists of 58,685 square miles

incoming shell — katusha shells fell 
last week — all except those in the com­ 
mand outposts make for the concrete 
shelters.

The other day this reporter ran into 
an Instance of the curious way in which 
wars must be fought these days.

He gave some ex-

amples. But he warn- 
^ 
ed they would have 
to remain off the rec­ 
ord. They did Indeed suggest that the ad­ 
ministration has been going to ludicrous 
lengths to keep a small group of con­ 
gressmen from complaining. 
This apparent kowtowing bothered my 
friends. And it bothered me. 
This led then to a series of inter­ 
views at the State Department. 
It’s true, the State Department men 
said. That is what we are doing. 
But not for the reason you think. 
It’s not that we worry about what the 
senators will say to the Congress or to 
the American public. Or because of how 
they will vote. It’s because what they 
say is read so diligently in Hanoi. 
We believe that if Hanoi is convinced 
the United States is united and plans to 


To the north we go through the aban- 
dened Syrian town of Ouneitra, where 
the Druses still live. 
Farther to the 
north, right on the Lebanese border, 
is Metulla, a long - established Israe­ 
li community with an extensive textile 
industry. Plainly visible on the hillside, 
less than a mile away is a Lebanese 
village. 
An Israeli frontier guard walking from 
one command post to another in the ear­ 
ly morning hours was seized the other 
day by infiltrators. Promptly Israeli 
paratroopers dropped into the village and 
seized 11 hostages. Negotiations are 
now under way for an exchange. 
The cost of this constant vigilance 
in manpower and money is considerable. 
Israelis belittle it by saying that their 
young men 
must serve in the army for 
three years in any event and better to 
have an active and challenging assign­ 
ment than to be stuck away in camp. 
Moreover, the cost 
is minor compar­ 
ed to what it takes to maintain the air 
force and sustain a constant attack on 
the Suez Canal and into Egypt to insure 
against Egyptian artillery fire across 
the canal. 
You are not aware of it in bustling, 
flourishing Tel Aviv nor in the com­ 
munities where new housing for new im­ 
migrants marches up and down the hills, 
but in the outposts you understand all 
too clearly that this is a country under 
siege. How long the siege will go on 
and what the ultimate cost will be not 
alone in men and money but in strain 
and tension, in the idealism, the vision, 
that gives Israel its strength, no one 
can say.

out a military escort. And the answers 
— in more and more instances — are, 
yes, we can. 
Talk on Vietnam has died down. It's 
not the issue today. People are talking 
about other things - inflation, the postal 
strike. This Ixiys time. And time will 
mean more troop withdrawls. 
We don’t want to upset this. So we’re 
not going to rock the boat if we can help 
it. So yes, we do think about what these 
critical senators will say. And we do 
react to things we think will upset them.
